KING EDWARD SENDS MESSAGE 
TO MAYOR OF HULL. 


There has been no resumption of 
fighting of a general character on the 
Nbakhe river. Both Russians and Jap¬ 
anese are entrenching their positions. 
The outposts are within 700 yards of 
each other, and less than four miles 
separates the main armies. A scarci¬ 
ty of fuel Is causing the soldiers to 
Buffer greatly since cold weather set 
In. St. Petersburg has information 
that the Japanese army confronting 
General Kuropatkln Is receiving heavy 
reinforcements from the Port Arthur 
Army and direct from Japan. 


The House of Bishops and the House 
of Deputies of the Episcopal general 
convention at Boston reached an agree¬ 
ment yesterday on the divorce question 
which becomes effective at once.

RUSSIA WELL MAKE AMENDS. 


London, Oct. 24.—Great Britain to¬ 
day sent a long and urgent note to the 
Russian Government officials detailing 
the circumstances of the amazing and 
^unexplained attack by the Russian Sec¬ 
ond Pacific squadron during the night 
of October 21 on British fishing boats 
In the North sea. The text of the note 
has not been given out, but It is offi¬ 
cially stated from the Foreign Office 
that It contains the significant an¬ 
nouncement that "the situation Is one 
which In the opinion of his majes¬ 
ty’s Government does not brook delay.** 
Meanwhile the conservative public 
and press are remarkably undemons¬ 
trative. As usual the Jingo element de¬ 
mands war, and even In official quar¬ 
ters some go so far as to say that It 
may be necessary to stop the Pacific 
fleet pending settlement of the whole 
affair, though this extreme measure. 
It Is believed, will not be necessary. 
Everywhere there Is evidence of the 
very positive opinion that this is no 
time for the usual diplomatic dilly-dal¬ 
lying. that there must be no delay and 
no limit set by Russia to her apology 
or the extent of compensation tqr suf¬ 
ferers by what King Edward himself 
terms “the unwararntable action** of 

the Baltic squadron commanders.

The King's Message. 


"The Russians gave not the slightest 
warning prior to the commencement of 
the firing. The admiral of the fishing 
fleet sent up a rocket warning, and then 
the firing commenced. He again sent 
up four green rockets, but this only 
seemed to increase the ferocity of the 
bombardment. The poor marksman¬ 
ship of the Russian gunners was the 
only thing that saved the entire fleet 
within range of the searchlights and 
guns." 

At the Inquest at Hull to-day It was 
stated that one vessel, the Crane, was 
sunk, and that four or five were more 
or less damaged. In the statement of 
the Coroner to the jury that official 
said It was a question of very grave and 
possibly International Importance*, but 
It would be their duty to find who w*ere 
the murderers of the dead men. After 
the Identification of the bodies the In¬ 
quest adjourned to November 2. 

King Edward has sent to the Mayor 
of Hull 31,000 as his donation for the 
families of the victims of the North sea 
firing. Premier Balfour has telegraphed 
the Mayor of Hull as follows: 

"Your telegram received. You may 
have full confidence In the Govern¬ 
ment's action."

AGAINST VAN COTT ADMITS 
PLEADING GUILTY OF 
LARCENY. 


Testifies, However, He Was To Get 
$200 From the Postmas¬ 
ter’s Son. 


New* York. Oct. 24.— 1 The examination 
of Richard V&n Cott, son of Postmast¬ 
er Van Cott, and Bankson McAvoy. a 
post-office employe, on charges of aid¬ 
ing Illegal registration, was resumed 
late to-day before Justice Wyatt. Ben¬ 
jamin D. Levy, who was on the stand 
at the last hearing was the only wit¬ 
ness In to-duy’s proceedings, and the 
time was taken irp with his cross-ex¬ 
amination by T. J. McManus, counsel 
for the defendants. Levy admitted 
that he had pleaded guilty to the lar¬ 
ceny of $75 from Van Cott on April 2. 
1002. 

He said he was not guilty of the of¬ 
fense and that sentence had been sus¬ 
pended. He admitted that he had 
been sworn before the Civil Service 
Board, that he had never been arrested 
or charged with crime. 

Levy said since he made the affidavit 
before Justice Wyatt on October 15 
concerning the alleged colonization he 
had been living in the home of one of 
rhe employes of the attorney general's 
office. 

Th* witness In ajiawer to a question 
denied that "the w'hole game" was 
"fixed up" with a Democratic poli¬ 
tician. 

When asked if he did not make a re¬ 
mark In a billiard room that he was 
going to "put up a Job" on Van Cott 
and get considerable money out of it, 
Levy sajd he "did not remember." 

On re-dlrect examination Levy, In re¬ 
ply to question* put by Deputy Attor¬ 
ney General Gall ins, said: 

"I told a friend of mine that I had 
a deal on that meant at least $200 to 
me and a good position after It wait 
ended. I to!d my friend that he would 
be In for half of the $200 when it wim 
through."

Democratic Lenders Believe It Will 
Go For Parker and Davis. 

Chicago, Oct. 24.—[Special.}— A New 
York special to the Tribune says: "We 
expect Illinois to give a good Democrat¬ 
ic majority, and we expect the city of 
Chicago to give us a majority that will 
assure the State for Parker and Davis."

SECRETARY TAYLOR DENIES 


Esopus, N. Y., Oct. 24.—Judge Parker 
to-day laid aside the issues usually dis¬ 
cussed In national political contests and 
addressed a crowd of several hundred 
persons on the general topic of cam¬ 
paign practices and abuses. He re¬ 
buked the present Administration for 
the part the Government officials are 
alleged to be taking In the campaign. 

He charged that the Government of¬ 
ficials ure now practically chosen by a 
handful of corporate managers who 
contribute the assets of the corporation* 
to keep the conduct of the Government 
In the hands they consider best for 
private interests. 

In a comparison of modern and early 
methods of raising money for the con¬ 
duct of political contests Judge Parker 

said: 

It Is but a littJe while since the body of 
the people at large provided the legiti¬ 
mate expense* of a campaign. Then farm¬ 
er and lawyer, doctor and mechanic, dav 
laborer and banker each contrtbuteU 
something toward the erection of ban¬ 
ners. the circulation of literature and tho 
expenses of public meetings, and each 
contributor wa« a better citizen for It. It 
stimulated hls patnotlam and the contri¬ 
butions were devoted to the legitimate ad. 
vanoement of the cause, not made for tho 
deUberate corruption of masses of elec¬ 
tors.

Things Have Changed. 


There Has Been Any Effort To Sup¬ 
press Department Information. 

Washington, Oct. 24.—H. A. Taylor, 
acting Secretary of the Treasury, to¬ 
day Issued the following atatemenit: 

"The attention of the deportment ha* 
been co/led to the statement twice made 
by Judge Parker that dhere have been 
Administration orders forbidding the 
publication of Infomutton concerning 
governmertal expenditures. This is a 
mistake. Mr. Parker fetms to have un¬ 
fortunately acquired 1 from untrust¬ 
worthy sources considerable misin¬ 
formation. The only order Issued con¬ 
cerning estimated expense* was that no

Is now enrolled as a 
pupil of Oberlin College, where she Is 
finishing her English education, prepar¬ 
atory to devoting all her time to her 
music. When only two and one-half 
years old Miss Minta Lee suddenly de¬ 
veloped the wonderful ear for music 
that has made her famous throughout 
the Middle West. She went to n concert 
with some "grown ups," and when taken 
home asked to be put at the piano 
•tool. She then played parts from each 
composition played at the concert. 
Among those there was a piece called 
"Lauterburg.’* which at that time had 
great vogue, and which she repeated 
almost perfectly. At the age of three 
she began to compose, and at all times 
w as able to play after hearing an ordi¬ 
narily difficult composition played once. 

When Miss Rice was four years old 
she began to play in concert, find play¬ 
ed In nearly every city of Importance 
in the West during the year that fol¬ 
lowed. At the age of five Miss Rice 
played before an audience of 8.000 peo¬ 
ple at the Chicago World's Fair. Miss 
Rice is a prolific composer, and fre¬ 
quently gives entire concerts from her 
own compositions. 

After a visit of a few days to her 
uncle. Miss Rice will return to Oberlin 
to resume her studies there. 

“GREEK LETTER SOCIETIES” 
WIN THE FIGHT. 


Lexington, Ky., Oct. 24.—[Special.]— 
Reliable information from Mlddlesboro 
is to the effect that there is a fight be¬ 
ing made by relatives of Col. Colson, 
and especially by James Colson, of 
Pinevllle, a brother of the late Con- 
gresman, to prevent the young widow 
qualifying as administratrix of the es¬ 
tate. Under the law she is entitled to 
one-half of the personal property and 
to one-third of the realty during her 
lifetime. Immediately after the death 
of Col: Colson the tongues of the gos¬ 
sips became active In discussing a 
probable legal warfare overlthe $100,000 
estate he left. The story of the m^d 
midnight ride, as published shortly aft¬ 
er his death, Is denied by the young 
widow. 

Mrs. Colson said to the Courler-Jour- 
nal correspondent over the long-dis¬ 
tance telephdne to-day: "Col. Colson 
drove out to his farm on the Monday 
morning prior to his death on Tuesday 
about 10 o’clock. Ills horse In some 
way became frightened and rari away. 
This upset him somew'hat. and after 
driving the horse back to town he se¬ 
cured his revolver and shot the horse 
through the head, killing it. He was 
greanly excited and wa? unable to go up 
slnlrs without assistance. After reach¬ 
ing his room he sank into unconscious¬ 
ness and never recovered. The story of 
the midnight drive is untrue." 

Mrs. Colson was Miss Ethel Elliott, 
of Paris. Tex. She was educated at 
Hamilton College here and was married 
while still In school to Ernest Helm, of 
this city. They separated after some 
three or four years and she returned to 
Texas, securing a divorce. She had met 
Col. Colston while he was here as com¬ 
mander of the Fourth Kentucky volun¬ 
teer regiment during the war with 
Spain, and after her divorce again met 
him in Louisville. Later Col. Colson 
\*lslted her at her home in Paris and 
they were married. Her father Is a 
well-known promoter and capitalist of 
Texas, who has also large interests in 
Mexico, where he spends a great deal of 
his time. An uncle is a wealthy drug¬ 
gist of Paris and a sister recently mar¬ 
ried a young minister, who Is now a 
missionary in China. Mrs. Colson made 
many warm friends in Lexington, but 
has not visited here since parting from 
her first husband. 

That Col. Colson was poisoned no one 
here believes for a moment. Reports 
from Mlddlesboro have all along been 
to the effect that his nervous condition 
was constantly growing worse. He had 
many close personal friends In this 
city, and they were conatunUy in touch 
with him, although no one foresaw for 
him the sudden turn causing him to 
lose control of his strong will power. It 
was in this city that he and Ethelbert 
Scott, whom he killed in the Capital 
Hotel in Frgnkfort In the deadly pistol 
fight, which also cost the lives of three 
other men, first became enemies. Scott 
was a Lieutenant in one of the compa¬ 
nies of Colson's regiment, and Col. Col¬ 
son disciplined him for alleged neglect 
of duty. Later, at Anniston. Ala.. Scott 
influenced many of the men in the regi¬ 
ment to dislike Col. Colston, and In a 
restaurant he and Scott exchanged 
shots, the Colonel receiving a wound In 
his right arm. 

Fifth Fatality Results. 

St. Louis, Oct. 24.—The fifth fatality 
as a result of the battle hist Friday 
between detectives and- smpKied felons 
occurred to-night, when William Mor¬ 
ris. alias C. C. Blair, a confessed train 
robber, died at -the City Hospital. The 
other victims of the shooting are John 
J. Shea, Thomaa Dwyer ami James Mc- 
CQusky, city detectives, and A. Rose- 
nauer, whom the officers were trying to 
arrest. 


Chicago Board of Education Enjoined 
From Barring Members From 
Certain Advantages. 


Clilcugo, Oct. 24.—The Board of Edu¬ 
cation of Chicago hog no power to pro¬ 
hibit pupils of the High Schools of the 
city who are members of secret socities 
from participating In athletic or liter¬ 
ary contests of the school, or In any 
other manner enjoying equal rights 
with other pupils. This decision was 
made to-day by Judge Elbridge Hanecy 
In Issuing a temporary Injunction re¬ 
straining the enforcement of a recent 
rule of the Board of Education against 
"Greek letter" societies. Judge Hanecy 
held that the attempted regulation by 
the school authorities deprived certain 
pupils of advantages given to other pu¬ 
pils and exceeded the discretionary 
powers of the board.

NO CHANGE IN THE 

WAR SITUATION. 


Gen. Kuropatkin Expects To Be 
Ready For a Forward Move¬ 
ment Soon. 


St. Petersburg, Oct 25. 2:30 a. m — 
There Is no news of Immediate impor¬ 
tance from the Far East to-night. The 
Indications are that both sides ore 
heavily entrenching, though It is be¬ 
lieved that Gen. Kuropatkin wiU be 
ready for a forward move at an early 
moment unless heavy Japanese re-en¬ 
forcements compel him to remain on 
the defensive. Reports that Japanese 
re-enforcements are arriving, taken in 
connection with the enforced Inactivity 
of the Russian forces on account of the 
weather, are felt to be a grave factor 
in the situation. There Is reason to 
beMeve that the Jupanese are drawing 
heavily upon the Port Arthur army 
as well as on Japan, in hopes of se¬ 
curing a numerical superiority that 
will enable Field Marshal Oyania to In¬ 
flict a crushing blow on Gen. Kuropat¬ 
kin when hostilities are resumed. 

The official returns of the RuFslan 
louses received up to date do not ex¬ 
ceed thirty thousand. Gen. Sakharoff 
telegraphs that there wa« no fighting 
during th4 nights of October 23-24. 

The Russian burled 1,500 Japanese at 
Lone Tree Hill. 


LESS THAN FOUR MILES 


Is the Distance Between the Russian 
and Jap Armies. 

Mukden, Oct. 24, via Pekin.—The Rus¬ 
sian forces on the left again crossed 
the Shakhe river on October 21, and are 
now pushing forward towards the Jap¬ 
anese positions, entrenching as they 
advance. At the same time, Russian 
batteries are continually bombarding 
the Japanese who can be plainly seen 
busily engaged in the making of 
trenches. 

Tills plan of the Russians to en¬ 
trench as they advance was adopted 
because it was found In the recent 
big battle that it was Impossible to 
advance without some protection In the 
face of the Japanese shrapnel fire. 

The Russian batteries are now better 
screened than they were in former en¬ 
gagements, but the troops on both 
sides apparently make no great ef¬ 
forts to conceal themselves. 

The Russian and Japanese armies 
are now separated by less than four 
miles and the whode field of operations 
of both armies can be plainly seen. 

HOSTILE DEMONSTRATION. 

Angry Crowd Tries To Break Win¬ 
dows of Benckendorff’s Carriage. 

London. Oct. 24.—There was a hostile 
demonstration at Victoria station to¬ 
day on the arrival of Count Bencken- 
dorff, the Russian Ambassador to 
Great Britain. A crowd gathered and 
hooted him and attempted to break the 
windows of h!s carriage. 

A Supply Ship Scuttled. 

London, Oct. 24.—The steamship 
Esperanza, which is due to ^all from 
Barry with provisions for the Russian 
Baltic fleet, was found to-day to be in 
a sinking condition, her hull having 
been pierced below the water line. The 
injury Is not stated, but it must have 
been done to-day, and it is suggested 
locally that It is the wanton net of some 
man employed about The ship in resent¬ 
ment of the North Sea Incident. 


The Japanese Fortifying. 

Harbin, Oct. 24 —A number of Jap¬ 
anese prisoners have been brought to 
this place. The Japanese are heavily 
fortifying the village of L&muting. It 
Is reported that the Russians have 
buried 700 Japanese who were killed 
defending Lone Tree Hill. 


Excitement At St. John’s. 

St. Johns. N. F., Oct. 24.—The British 
cruiser Charbydis. Commodore Paget, 
received orders this evening to be In 
readiness to proceed to England on a 
moment’s notice. The training ship 
Calypso has been ordered to arrange 
for the mobilization of 500 men of New¬ 
foundland naval reserve. There is 
much excitement in naval circles here. 


Russian Vessels Depart. 

Cherbourg. Oct. 24.—Four Russian 
torpedo boats and a Russian transport 
sailed this evening. There is no longer 
any Russian vessels In this port.

He noted that It was Invariably colored 
candy, and that it had stained their 
mouths and throats, even to the stomach, 
acting as a slow poison. 

The Board of Education will adopt some 
measures to check the custom of buying 
colored candy.

"It was common 1 1 % there at that 
time that the sum that induced Marro- 
quin to this act of treachery to his own 
Government was $250,000 and that that 
money came from the secret service 
fund of the United States."

During all of 
these years a motion has never been 
put by the congress, never has a reso¬ 
lution been passed and never have the 
yeas and nays echoed through their 
places of meeting. The congress Is no 
cine’s mouthpiece, and what is said and 
done there is a matter of concern to 
the Individuals alone. The organisa¬ 
tion has not authority to speak Tor 
any one, does not seek It and merely 
lives for art’s saks, the art of ora¬ 
tory, debate and the clash of master 
Jnlnds upon subjects of general interest.

Not a Church Organization.

CARROLL IN GRAYSON. 

Large Crowd At Leitchfleld Hears the 
Issues Discussed.

He sold all trusts were the 
outgrowth of a high protective tariff, 
and stated that under the fostering 
care of the Republican party the peo¬ 
ple of Uhe United States paid 20 per 
cent, more for machinery and many 
necessary articles used for home con¬ 
sumption than the people of foreign 
countries paid. He sounded a note of 
warning when he spoke of Roosevelt 
and his repeated violation* of the Con¬ 
stitution.

duced before. He closed by paying a 
glow ing tribute to Judge Parker.

The Baltic Blunderers. 

The Russian fleet has at last won a 
victory, but not' over thait of is ad¬ 
versary. Starting out upon Its 13,000- 
mllo voyage to V3adlvostock, N while still 
in the North Sea, and not yet having 
reached the opeh ocean, It encountered 
& fleet of British fishing smocks and 
opened fire upon them, as if they were 
Japanese torpedo boats threatening 
their destruction. Of course It was a 
mistake, possibly from misinterpreted 
orders from the Admiral, with no hos¬ 
tile purpose, or to be credited to a 
nervous sensitiveness of danger from 
an enemy vigilant and, as has been 
found, ever ready to attack a Russian 
fleet or vessel, whenever It presents 
itself. The Incident, which Is another 
Illustration of the Russian aptitude to 
create International friction on the sea, 
will no doubt be satisfactorily settled 
by .prompt apology and reparation to 
the funllles of the fishermen killed and 
to the owners of fishing vessels for the 
property destroyed. It is not conceiv¬ 
able that there was a wanton purpose 
In the attack, and, this conceded, there 
Will be little less than the delays of 
formal diplomacy to silence the alarm 
and indignation It has aroused, not 
alone In .England, but in every nation 
which has unarmed vessels afloat. 

No apology or other reparation to 
Great Britain can, however, relieve the 
maritime nations of the fretfh danger 
which such an event, from whatever 
cause to which it may be attributed, 
forebodes to the neutral marine which 
the fleet may encounter ip the long 
vpyage traversing the routes of 
the world's commerce. The exploits 
of the volunteer fleet in the Re<V Sea 
and other waters in searching neutral 
vessels, looting and sinking others, un¬ 
der conditions which closely allied their 
acts to piracy, may well excite alarm 
as to what may be done by the Baltic 
blunderers on the high seas under color 
of belligerent rights. While in some par¬ 
ticulars Russia has modified her claim 
to what constitutes contraband of 
war In the cargo of neutral vessels, 
there la every reaeon to apprehend a 
repetition of such Incidents from a 
powerful fleet commanded by an 
Admiral who, at the onset, has com¬ 
mitted such a blunder. A single cruiser 
or a smaller fleet might be deterred 
from questk)liable seizures by the fear 
of possible retribution inflicted before 
the end of the voyage, while Immunity 
of this fleet from punish mom, except 
from an intercepting Japanese fleet in 
Asiatic waters, will tend to greater 
Indifference In the observance of the 
rights of neutrals. With tths danger 
pending. It Is not Improbable that the 
squad/rons of all nations cruising in 
proximity to the route to be followed 
by the Baltic fleet will be put upon the 
alert for the protection of their re¬ 
spective merchant marine. What¬ 
ever course may be pursued by 
the neutrals there Is one Power from 
which he may expect a warm reception. 
Upon a reasonable calculation It will 
take three months to make the voyage. 
By that time Japan will have cap lured 
Port Arthur and Its combined naval 
force will be on the alert.

The Superlative Teddy. 

In McClure's for November there are 
character sketches of the Democratic 
and the Republican candidates for the 
presidency—-the former by Grover Cleve¬ 
land, the latter by Senator Henry Ca¬ 
bot Lodge. The tone of these two ar¬ 
ticles Is notable as showing the tend¬ 
ency of the two parties rather than the 
personal characteristics of the writers. 

Of Judge Parker, Mr. Cleveland says 
that he has known him for twenty 
years. "He Impressed me on our first 
acquaintance as a sincere, honest and 
able man, and this impression has with 
time and observation grown to clear 
and undoubtlng conviction.** This Is 
high, praise, no doubt, but It Is praise 
of a man and not of a deml-god; It Is 
restrained praise, such as becomes one 
who feels that he Is writing words 
that he may be called upon to defend 
and to verify. 

Mr. Lodge, In discussing Mr. Roose¬ 
velt, among other things, WTltes: “No 
man has lived the life of his time so 
amply as he; no one has shown human¬ 
ity In so many phases." Note the tone 
In which this Is pitched—a l^gh C to 
begin with. There Is no evidence here 
of a disposition to measure words or 
to restrain the excesses of eulogy. Quite 
the contrary. Looking back over the 
wide extended plains of the past, not¬ 
ing Its sages, poets, statesmen, orators, 
prophets and heroes, Mr. I«odge re¬ 
mands them all to Just obscurity and 
mediocrity when compared with the 
commanding figure of Teddy, bestrid¬ 
ing the narrow world like a Colossus, 
with warriors. Senators, priests and 
other petty men walking under his 
nuge legs and peeping about to find 
dishonorable graves. 

We see what this comes to. Solomon 
may have done for his time, but he 
was not able to live its life as Teddy 
has lived the life of the period which 
began with the murderous shot of Czol- 
gosz. Solomon gave his heart to know 
wisdom, and also madness and folly, 
but he was unable to show humanity 
In so many phases as Teddy. The 
genius of Shakespeare paies before that 
of the modem wonder; his knowledge 
of humanity was not to be compared 
to that of this latest prodigy. Wash¬ 
ington may have done well enough for 


aj"d so prescribed. Apprehending that 
only the highest place among all the 
sons of men, past and present, would 
be satisfactory to the subject of his 
eulogy, he readily accorded to him that 
eminence. Nobody In all the past of 
humanity has equaled the new' aspir¬ 
ant for imperial honors, and the im¬ 
perialists of the past have not scrupled 
to lay claim to the honors of divinity 
If Alexander and Caesar. Caligula and 
Nero, were accorded divine honors, w'ho 
shall deny them to our Teddy, who has 
lived the life of his time more amply 
than any other man that ever lived? 

The difference In the tone of these 
eulogies marks the difference between 
the parties. The Democratic party de¬ 
scribes Its candidate In words that can 
be verified, as sincere, honest and able. 
The Republican party describes its can¬ 
didate as the greatest among the eons 
of men, thereby showing Its disposi¬ 
tion to claim every thing with the most 
complete contempt for the actual truth 
Nothing short of this will satisfy the 
man whdm it hopes to elect to the presi¬ 
dency. and unless he is “cracked up'* 
ns “the flower of moral force,” he ts 
liable to take vengeance on him w'ho 
damns him with faint praise. 

The people have to select between an 
actual man, who Is sincere, honest and 
able, and the factitious creation of 
court favorites and flatterers whom 
they have convinced that he is the 
greatest man that ever lived, and who 
aspires to reign as such over eighty 
millions of subjects. 

Panama's Expectations. 

It was rather ungrateful for the Fan- 
aman revolutionary leaders to raise a 
row Just as Mr. Roosevelt, who had 
been so liberal to them, w'as Intent on 
getting elected as a man Irrevocably 
devoted to peace. But they were 
shrewd enough to guess that (this 
peaceful disposition would not last be¬ 
yond November 8, and were anxious 
that something be done before the elec¬ 
tion. 1 

The Panaman authorities are enter¬ 
taining great expectations of the result 
of Secretary Taft's mission. Mr. Obal- 
dla, the Panaman Minister at Washing¬ 
ton, is quoted a9 believing that there 
will be essential modifications made in 
the Hay-Bunau-Varllla treaty, and 
that a supplemental commercial treaty 
will be agreed to granting Panama Im¬ 
portant concessions. The troubles about 
customs duties and postage are expect¬ 
ed to be settled by Secretary Taft, and 
the interpretation put upon the treaty 
by the United States modified. But, to 
make all these and other matters clear, 
a new’ treaty Is to be proposed. 

All these great expectations may be 
realized, but it is also possible that 
when thq elections are over there will 
no longer be a man of peace to direct 
the negotiations on the part of the 
United States. The agreeable fiction of 
the independence of Panama may be 
respected for a time as a concession to 
public opinion abroad, but respect for 
public opinion at home will not be very 
robust in the event that the people set 
their seal of approval on what has al¬ 
ready been done In the creation of this 
fly-by-nlght republic. As soon ns the 
exigencies of canal-building seem to 
require it, the mask will be dropped 
aitd Panama will be added to the co¬ 
lonial system of the United States. If 
the people decide in favor of colonies 
they are likely (o get all they want. 

Professor Willard C. Fisher, of Wes¬ 
leyan University. In Middletown, Conn., 
a life-long Republican^ has announced 
his Intention to vote for Judge Parker. 
He occupies the chair of Economics 
and Social Science, and In an interview 
gives his reasons that under Repub¬ 
lican administration conditions of life 
are too hard and Industrial managers 
too heartless. Referring to President 
Roosevelt's recent course, he said: “He 
struck hand 9 with some of the dirtiest 
spoilsmen in his party and made of 
himself a politician of the long-familiar 
type. A comparison of his earlier state¬ 
ments with regard to the tariff with 
his comments on the present extreme 
protectionism in his letter of accept¬ 
ance shows a political shiftiness that 
is discreditable." The moral courage and 
political independence which lead a 
professor, living in a section of coun¬ 
try profiting so largely by the Dlngky 
tariff, to utter such pronounced op¬ 
position to It in behalf of the working 
classes for whom the Republican party 
profess to feel so much concern, should 
not fall to Impress them with the 
wrongs they suffer at the hands of 
those who derive benefit from the un¬ 
just law, their masters the trusts. If 
they would show equal Independence 
and disregard for their own Interest the 
end of such misrule and oppression 
w’ould be near at hand.

Farms, estates and tracts of lands 
of all descriptions are laid out upon a 
scale which almost staggers belief. 1 re¬ 
member one Instance of a woman, who, 
possessing & great dear of property, and 
being tired of living in the city, bought 
another estate adjoining the city for her 
country home. When she erected her res¬ 
idence there, sho thought It would be 
more pleasant and less public If It were 
built In the center of the grounds. This 
was done, and when the building was 
completed It was Just forty-two miles 
from her front door to the front gate.

IRON AND STEEL INSTITUTE 
PRESENTS HIM A MEDAL.

PRESIDENT OF ASSOCIATION 


First American Chosen For the Posi 
tion Formerly Held By 
Englishmen. 


New York, Oct .24.—The opening ex 
orrises f the American meeting of tne 
Iron and Steel Institute, the second 
meeting which this international organ¬ 
ization has ever held on American soil, 
whs held to-night. The session was 
marked by the presentation to Andrew 
Carnegie of the highest honor* that 
the Institute can bestow—the Bessemer 
gold medal. Andrew Carnegie is the 
first American to become president of 
the organization. Its membership be 
ing chiefly made up of Englishmen 
The award to-night was made because 
of his life-work In the development 
of the Iron and steel industry of the 
world. 

Sir James Kitson, former president of 
the Institute, delivered the speech of 
presentation. After saying that the 
Bessemer medal had been given m 
years past to such prominent Ameri¬ 
cans as Abram 8. Hewitt urul Peter 
Cooper, he paid a tribute to the abil¬ 
ity of Mr. Carnegie In the develop¬ 
ment of Iron products Into marketable 
products. 

"In return for this,** said Sir James, 
"we, as a representative body of the 
Iron and steel workers of the world, 
present this medal.** 

In replying to Sir James’ speech, Mr. 
Carnegie said: 

"I owe my success to getting around 
me men better than myself. There are 
three classes of men In the world—men 
who go through, the world and do not 
receive the recognition they deserve, 
men who do receive what they deserve, 
and men who receive more than they 
deserve. I feel that I am In the latter 
class. 

“Better than title, rank or wealth 
are the patents of a true nobility. Thfs 
medal I hope to hold and pass down to 
my descendants as I received It from 
you. pure gold, untarnished In Its set¬ 
ting.'* _ _ _

Consequently they show more 
sense when they are talking about leee 
majesty, or about the temporal power of 
the Pope, or about Turkish oppression 
than they do when they are talking about 
the right of the negro to vote. 

It Is so easy to think that Just because 
you live In a country you must understand 
It. The Southerner and the Northerner 
are fellow-citizens. They owe allegiance 
to tho same flag. Therefore the North¬ 
erner Is perfectly competent to tell the 
Southerner how to settle the negro ques¬ 
tion. 

The fallacy tn this logic Is that because 
of the presence of the negro the social 
condition of Charleston, S. C., dlffersVrom 
that of Boston, Mass., more than that of 
Boston, Mass., differs from that of Lon¬ 
don, England. And h citizen, of Boston 
gets on better In London than ho does in 
Charleston, 

'The negro question Is greater than any 
other question In America. And it Is not 
only greater, but more delicate. It 1 ^ a 
matter of social as well of political and 
Industrial life. So, more than almost any 
other question that could be imagined, It 
needs personal experience. The occasional 
negro of the North Is not au adequate 
basis for studying the negro of the South. 
In the South the negro in many communi¬ 
ties 011 (numbers the white, and there Is a 
possibility of negro rule. 

Therefore, Northerner, if you have time 
ami money to visit now scenes, visit the 
South. Siime of your fellows have gone to 
the South and have lived there for a few 
years. They don't feel now quite as you 
do. See If you can find out what it was 
that modified their opinions. 

Go South and watch the descendants of 
Washington, Madison. Jefferson. Marshal], 
Jackson, Clay. Calhoun. Polk and Lee 
while they, bone of our bone and flesh of 
our flesh, ure working out, with errors of 
mind and with errors of heart, but with 
American pluck and hope, the greatest 
domestic problem that ever ate Into the 
heart of a civilized people. Then conn- 
back. and if you still think that they are 
wrong you will say so in a different tone.

Plea Made In Jacob Biscli- 
off's Defense. 


ON TRIAL FOR KILLING WIFE, 


THE SIDE SHOW. 


HAD SUED HIM FOR DIVORCE, 
CHARGING CRUELTY. 


DIFFICULT TO SECURE JURY. 


Trial of Jacob Blschoff, charged with 
the murder of his wife, Julia Blschoff. 
November 3 last on Clay street, between 
Chestnut and Madison, was begun yes- 
terday In the Criminal Court. Insanity 
is the plea upon which the defense 
rests Its claim that Blschoff should be 
acquitted, while the Commonwealth 
holds that the killing Is one of the most 
horrible and cold-blooded murders that 
ever occurred in the State. 

Only a month before the tragedy Mrs. 
BischoiT brought suit against her hus¬ 
band for divorce on the charge of cru¬ 
elty. and for this action, ft Is charged 
by the prosecution, Bischoff became so 
enraged that he determined to shoot 
her down. On the other hand It Is con¬ 
tended by the defense that the defen¬ 
dant was a peaceable and Industrious 
man until he was struck by a street 
car In December, 1902. and injured 
about he head. This, they hold, ren¬ 
dered him in a way demented and he 
became worse from that time. The 
defendant’s appearance in court did not 
indicate that he was suffering from 
mental trouble. However, he did not 
s"em to tuke much interest In the pro¬ 
ceedings. and sat picking at his clothes 
and the ends of hls Ungers, 

The Commonwealth’s representatives 
say that he Is merely making a clumsy 
effort to pretend Insanity. After In¬ 
troducing testimony bearing directly on 
the circumstances of the killing and 
Uischoff’s alleged cruetly to hls wife 
beforehand, the Commonwealth rested 
Us case and the defense will take up 
presentation of proof this morning. 

The Jury, which was selected only 
after th^ regular panel and some sev¬ 
enty special veniremen had all been 
called, is as follows:.

Edwards and Ogden reperesent the 
defendant. Both J. M. Huffaker, Com¬ 
monwealth’s Attorney, and hls assist¬ 
ant.

Mr. Goldsmith made the opening 
statement for the prosecution. 
briefly and forcefully described the cir¬ 
cumstances of the killing. Mrs. Julia 
BlschofT, the dead woman, married the 
defendant In Jeffersonville In 1898. She 
had a short time before the killing sued 
her husband for divorce on the charge 
of cruelty BlschofT had been a truok- 
gardener for a mtlhber of years, hls 
place being located about six miles from 
the city on the Bardstown road. On 
the evening of election day Blschoff 
came to the house of hls wife’s sister, 
on Clay street, between. Chestnut and 
Madison, and Mrs. BlschofT was engag¬ 
ed In carrying coal Into the house from 
the pavement. He walked up to the 
woman and with an oath said, “If you 
want a divorce, I will give it to you.” 
He then fired five shots Into her body, 
from which she died Immediately. Mr. 
Goldsmith pointed out how ofteh the 
case had been continued. He declared 
that the people of Jefferson county 
bad waited patiently for the trial and 
would watch anxiously for the ver¬ 
dict.

THEN A YEAR MUST ELAPSE. 


Boston, Oct 24.—An agreement on the 
divorce question was reached to-day 
by the House of Bishops and the House 
of Deputies of the Episcopal General 
Convention, after many days of discus 
slon. That section of the canon bear¬ 
ing directly on the remarriage of di 
vorced persons which was amended by 
the bishops Saturday was assented to 
by the deputies to-day and becomes 
effective at once, is as follows: 

• No minister, knowingly after due In¬ 
quiry. shall solemnize the marriage of any 
person who has been or is the husband or 
the wife of any other person living from 
whom he or she has been divorced for any 
cause arising after marriage. Bu*t this 
canon shall not be held to apply to the 
Innocent party in a divorce for adultery; 
provided, that before the application for 
aiich remarriage a period of not less than 
one year sha'.l havo elapsed after the 
granting of such divorce, and that satis¬ 
factory evidence touching the facts in the 
case, including a copy of the court's de¬ 
cree and record If practicable, with such 
proof that the defendant was personally 
served or appeared tn the action, be laid 
before the ecclesiastical authority, and 
such ecclesiastical authority, having tak¬ 
en legal advice thexeon shall have de¬ 
clared In writing that In nls Judgment tha 
case of the applicant conforms to the re¬ 
quirements of this canon, and provided 
further that It shall be within the dis¬ 
cretion of any minister to decline to sol* 
emnlze any marriage.

The bishops adopted an amendment 
to a section referring to the adminis¬ 
tration of sacraments providing that If 
a clergyman shall have reasonable 
cause to doubt whether a person has 
been married, “otherwise us the word 
of God and discipline of this church al¬ 
low*” such clergyman shall refer the 
matter to the bishop before administer¬ 
ing the sacraments. The deputies had 
ihade an exception In favor of “the in¬ 
nocent party divorced” on the ground 
of adultery*, whb had remarried, but 
the bishops struck out the exception. 
Their action was accepted by the 
House of Deputies to-day. 

• • • 

Will Attempt To Go Further. 



Leading churchmen expressed the 
opinion that the restrictions placed 
upon the remarriage of an Innocent 
party to a divorce are so stringent that 
the remarriage of divorced persons will 
be rare In the church hereafter. It Is 
understood, however, that an attempt 
will be made to have the next con¬ 
vention specifically declare against re¬ 
marriage under any conditions. 

The House of Deputies to-day reject¬ 
ed, after a long debate, a resolution 
introduced by the Rev. B. Tulbot Rog¬ 
ers, of Fond du Lac, Wls., to strike 
out the words “Protestant Episcopa¬ 
lian” from the title page of the book 
of common prayer. 

Both houses have appointed a Joint 
commission to consider the advisability* 
of electing a presiding bishop of the 
church. As president the senior bishop 
occupies this position and It Is claimed 
| that the duties are too heavy for an 
aged diocesan. 

The commission will report to the 
next convention.

”1 didn’t know* It then, but now that 
I have seen them together. I realize it,’* 
she said, “and my only solution la that 
Eugenia Blair and W1U Parish were 
working together and used me as their 
tool. I did not get a cent of the money, 
and I am Innocent of any wrong Inten¬ 
tion. I met Mrs. Blair In St. Louis a 
year and a half ago. Her husband w as 
a clerk in Barr’s department store.” 

“Why did you algn the name of Mrs. 
C. Stlgall?” was asked. 

“I only wrote the 'Mrs.;' the rest of 
It was written when I got It. 

“I don*t know why 1 did It. I made 
a mistake. I know Clarence Stlgall 
very well, but am not intimate w*lth 
him. I had no right to sign his name 
and do not know why I did it.” 

Mrs. Pendleberry Is charged with ob¬ 
taining money by false pretense In tw*o 
cases. She was arrested by Detectives 
Walker and McCorkbill. She is the 
widow of Henry C. Pendleberry, form¬ 
erly connected w*lth the office of the 
City Engineer. He committed suicide 
by throwing himself from a train In the 
West three years ago.

PIANO IN THE KENTUCKY 

BUILDING TO BE SOLD. 


Kentucky Commission Will Receive 
Bids On It From Any and 
All Sources. 


Kentucky Building. World’s Fair, St. 
Louis. Oct. 24.—[Special.]—One of the 
things in the Kentucky Building at 
the World’s Fair that makes it at¬ 
tractive to all visitors Is the very flue 
upright piano occupying a place on the 
first floor. This piano was a gift from 
D. H. Baldwin & Co., of Louisville. It 
has a splendid tone and was valued 
by the piano company at $600. The 
front panel Is painted to represent a 
Kentucky scene, as are the side panels. 
These painted panels are considered 
veritable w*orks of art by Exposition 
visitors and have attracted as much at¬ 
tention as anything of this character 
on the World's Fair grounds. No bet¬ 
ter description of the piano has been 
written than that by Miss Wllhelmlne 
Loos, of Lexington, in a letter to a 
friend while she was on a trip to Cin¬ 
cinnati last May to attend the musical 
festivities, during which she had the 
privilege of a private view* of the an¬ 
nual American artists* exhibition. Miss 
Loos writes as follows: 

”1 have been greatly Interested In the 
piano Mr. Meakln has decorated for the 
Kentucky Building at the Louisiana 
Purchase Exposition and am altogether 
delighted with It In its completion. The 
piano was prepared by one of the Bald¬ 
win companies here at the request of 
our commissioners, and is of native 
Kentucky w*alnut, of beautiful color 
and quality, w*!th carvings represent¬ 
ing the leaves and seed pods of our 
honey locust. Mr. Meakln was asked to 
decorate the panels, and he has put 
upon them some typical Kentucky 
scenes, making a short trip particular¬ 
ly to study them. I could not think, 
when I first heard of the Intention, 
that a painted piano might be beauti¬ 
ful. but seeing It In the studio, was 
thoroughly charmed. So well has the 
artist carried the tones of the rich dark 
wood Into hls landscapes that the effect 
Is absolutely harmonious, and one feels 
that the two arts are linked together 
to a perfect pleasing. 

"In the large front panel Is the prin¬ 
cipal scene, a little town with hills be¬ 
yond and low* meadows In front. The 
roofs of the houses peep through the 
trees, one can guess at shady streets 
pleasant to walk through—smoke Is ris¬ 
ing from hearths where friend and 
stranger are welcome, and late twilight 
seems to blend w*lth the early moon¬ 
light that Is reflected on the quiet 
stream In the foreground.

OFFICIAL TRIAL OF 

CRUISER COLORADO. 


Makes Hourly Average Speed of 
22.26 Knots, and Gives Per¬ 
fect Satisfaction. 


Boston. Oct. 24.—The armored cruiser 
Colorado, built for thQ United States 
navy by William Cramp A Sons, of 
Philadelphia, to-day on her official trial 
trip covered eighty-eight nautical miles 
In 3 hours 57 minutes and 7 seconds, 
maintaining an hourly average speed of 
22.26 knots throughout the run, exceed¬ 
ing the speed of 22 knots called for la 
the builders’ contract by more than a 
quarter of a knot. It Is thought that 
time corrections may Increase her aver¬ 
age slightly. The highest speed devel¬ 
oped was 23.33 knots, and this was 
maintained for six and six-tenths miles 
during the homeward run. 

The engines worked smoothly and de¬ 
veloped an average horsepower of 28.- 
000 and the ponderous twin screws 
whirled at ap average of 128 revolutions 
a minute and at times made 130 revo¬ 
lutions. The great ship responded to 
the slightest touch of her helm. 

In the turning “figure eight” and oth 
er maneuvering tests the ship gave 
splendid satisfaction, particularly in the 
complete turn which she made In a 
circle, the diameter of which was a 
little ie«s than twice the length of the 
cruiser. _ _ _ *

In the arrest of five negroe? yester¬ 
day afternoon at Ninth and Grayson 
street# by Detectives Walker and Mc- 
Corkhill it is believed that a strange 
nest of thieves, from which emanated 
much of the petit crime committed In 
this city, has been exposed. The five 
men lived In a single room in horrible 
squalor. They had been in the habit 
of sleeping all day and doing their 
work at night. Each one or them is 
from a different city, and. according to 
the detective*, they have naturally 
drifted together by their mutual ten¬ 
dencies and method of gaining a liveli¬ 
hood. 

When the raid was made yesterday 
afternoon several articles of clothing, 
identified later as having been stolen 
from the apartments of Charles Gaines 
and Charles Dreyfus at Seventh and 
Main streets, were found in the posses¬ 
sion of the negroes. 

They are Louis Rogers, of Cleveland, 

O, , apparently the leader and chief of 
the gang; Peter Mohs, of Glaegrw, Ky.; 

P. D. Murray, of Jacksonville, Fla.; 
Will McCoy, of Louisville, and Wil¬ 
liam Smith, of Si. Louis. Each U 
charged with housebreaking, and It is 
expected that tjie detectives will be able 
to collect evidence enough to make sev¬ 
eral separate charges against each of 
them. 

The robbery at Seventh and Main 
streets was committed Saturday night, 
and the clew to the nest was gained by 
tracing the clothes. At least $200 worth 
of clothe# wa# taken. A greart number 
of similar small robberie# have been re¬ 
ported to the police lately, and an effort 
will be made to Identify some of the 
men In several different cases. It is 
thought that they have not been work¬ 
ing together for a great length of time, 
but that the "combination” was formed 
here only a few weeks ago. 

The room occupied by the negroes 
was on the second floor of the building 
and there was one woman with them 
when they were captured. Th» woman 
was taken to police headquarters, but 
was not placed under arrest, as it is be¬ 
lieved that by means of Information 
furnished by her more members of the 
gang may be apprehended. She is un¬ 
der surveillance, thougn she is not a 
prisoner. 

Most of the negroes are young, but 
their actions when put through a 
sweating process showed that it was 
not their first experience with officers 
Rogers, the alleged leader. Is said to be 
one of the "smoothest" negro crooks 
that the detectives have ever encoun 
tered.

Mulligan, counsel for Brit ton. this argu¬ 
ment being based on the ground that If 
this court had no jurisdiction In ihe 
case, the prisoner should be transferred 
to Breathitt county, where he eould se¬ 
cure ball, provided the case was a bail¬ 
able one. Judge Parker admitted that 
he believed Breathitt county alone had 
Jurisdiction in th** case, aiul that Brit¬ 
ton ought to be sent to that county for 
trial, but he stated that he would de¬ 
lay entering the order of transfer for 
several days in order to allow the Coprt 
of Appeals t<* * rendey a decision in a 
similar case now before that body. •*»

LARGE COURT DOCKET. 


Nine Murder Cases At This Term of 
Pulaski Circuit Court. 

Somerset. Ivy., Oct. 24.—The fall term 
of the Pulaski Circuit I'ourt convened 
here to-day' with Circuit Judge M. L. 
Jarvis and Commonwealth Attorney J. 
N. Sharp in attendance. 

This term Is fixed by statute Lo be In 
session for four weeks, but on account 
of the heavy criminal and civil docket 
the Judge will extend it for two or three 
additional weeks.

He was a Mason of 
high standing. He was the father of a 
large family.

JUST 102 NAMES 


OF REPUBLICANS STRICKEN 
FROM REGISTRATION BOOKS. 


Evidences of Effort To Record Ne¬ 
groes Illegally Continues To 
Assert Themselves. 


Bo far In the registration purgation, 
•which has been In progress for more 
t/han a week in tlhe County Court, the 
r»am?s of 102 persons registered as Re- 
7 >u<bHcan« have been fnarked doubtful 
or struck off the poll books on informs? 
tlon furnished by Democratic workers 
Of the total number passed upon, six¬ 
ty baveteen marked doubtful and for¬ 
ty-two stricken from the books. 

The Democrats have stlU a long list 
of complaints to make against names 
which they feel satisfied 1 have been 
registered fraudulently or without legal 
right. But ten original ca.ses were 
tried yesterday, four names being 
struck off a»ni three marked doubtful. 
The list of twenty-six ruim-es agreed 
upon by the Republican end Democratic 
attorneys In a conference Saturday as 
ones to be marked doubtful were all 
submitted to Judge Gregory 3 *e-terlay. 
Ten of these, It was shown, have re¬ 
moved from tlheir precliKits after reg ti¬ 
tration. Under the circumstances the 
election officers will have to piss upon 
their cases when they present them- 
relvee to vote. 

Charles McCoy, colored, of <20 
Twelfth street, whose registration had 
been questioned, explained his absence 
during tlhe summer by showing that he 
had been to “Camp Kalmuck.” in C'ai- 
4 uda. as a cook with the Louisville par¬ 
ty who spent n month there. Will 
Slaughter, a colored ex-convlct, pro¬ 
duced a pardon signed by Gov. Bradley 
and his name yv*ls not disturbed. The 
name of William Fishback, registered 
from 1325 West Walnut street, wis 
struck off when It was show n that hla 
home was on Belgravia avenue.

I It is alleged that her husband left her 
August 1 and has refused to live with 
her since. The cruel and Inhuman 
treatment. It Is averred, consists In his 
circulating slanderous reports concern¬ 
ing her, charging her with improper 
conduct. The plaintiff rays that she 
was formerly able to earn $50 a month 
as a stenographer, but that on account 
of her husband's alleged slanderous 
stories she has been greatly humiliated 
and prevented from securing employ¬ 
ment at her occupation, and declares 
that since her husband's abandonment 
she has no other means of support. She 
asks for final Judgment granting her 
$5,000 lump alimony and $15 a week 
pending the result of the action. The 
defendant's total fortune Is placed at 
$15,000 in the petition, it states that 
he has $10,000 worth of stock In the Will 
Lumber Company besides holdings in 
the Portland Building and Loan Asso¬ 
ciation and real estate. Judge Kirby 
granted an order retraining the de¬ 
fendant from dispc« 1 ng of his property 
while the suit is In dtlgatlon. 

Recalls Dmudt’s Shortage. 

Trial of the case of the Western 
Bank against the Fidelity and Casual¬ 
ty Company of New York was taken up 
In Judge Gordon’s court yesterday. The 
plaintlit is suing to recover $4,046.62 
from the bonding company which is 
the amount of Henry J. Draudt’s short¬ 
age for the year beginning March. 1902. 
Draudt was the Individual bookkeeper 
and the bond supplied by the company 
was for $5,000. Draudt's total shortage, 
which extended over a period of several 
years, was about $15,000.

After serving 
most of his sentence he was paroled.

JUPITER IN PERIHELION 

A STUDY FOR ASTRONOMERS. 


Maj. Hersey Besieged, Questioners Varying In Opinion 
As To “New Light In Heavens.” 


Jupiter, the most beautiful and Inter¬ 
esting of the planetary system, Is Just 
now coming In for an unusual share of 
Interest, both by amateur and profes¬ 
sional astronomers. It Is in the peri¬ 
helion now, and hence nearer the earth 
than It has been for twelve years, or 
will be again In that length of time. 
Six years hence it will have reached the 
alphelloti. or the opposite end of Vts ob¬ 
long orbit about the sun. and will be 
farthest from the earth. 

Jupiter and Venus are both evening 
stars this month, and both are unusual¬ 
ly brilliant from this planet. Especially 
Is thlf true of Jupiter, w hich of late has 
attracted unusual attention on account 
of its size and brilliancy. It may be 
seen nightly rising In the east, and be¬ 
tween 11 o'clock and midnight is almost 
directly overhead. Louisville astrono¬ 
mers are taking advantage of its close 
proximity to the earth and are studying 
from convenient points of vantage. 
Through an ordinary size telei*cope. or 
even a strong field glass. It may be s 
and studied with advantage. Through 
such Instruments Its four moons are 
visible simultaneously. 

“I have been asked a thousand ques¬ 
tions about Jupiter this month.*’ said 
Maj. H. B. Hersey, of the local weather 
bureau, yesterday. “These questions 
have come from amateur astronomers 
and from the ‘laity.* and some of them 


are amusing as well as puzzling- I was 
called to-day by some one who asked: 
‘C&n you tell me what kind of light that 
is we see about the middle of the heav¬ 
ens every night? We have a bet up and 
want you to settle It. One of us thinks 
It is a new star, and the other thinks it 
is on electrlcaJ experiment attached to 
a kite. Please tell us what it is.* 

“I tried to explain that it Is Jupiter, 
and to prove to him why It appears un¬ 
usually brilliant, but the questioner lis¬ 
tened attentively throughout, when he 
grunted and hung up the receiver. 
Judging from that grunt, he did not 
’catch the Idea.* I have been naked if 
it Is a light attached to a kite sent up 
from Lexington by some military crack 
who is trying to locate the position of 
Kuropatkln’s army.** 

Maj. Hersey says he was called up by 
telephone a few nights ago and In¬ 
formed by some local star-gazer that he 
had discovered, through an ordinary 
telescope, that there Is a light on Ju¬ 
piter that is not a reflection, but is 
giving off a brilliant glare from Us 
own body. This question has been 
raised by eminent astronomers, but U 
seems that the real discovery of the 
Jupiter light has fallen to a local ama¬ 
teur. 

Jupiter Is thirteen times larger than 
the earth and hence the volume of Its 
Illumination.

Coolly sharpening a razor, with which 
he claimed he Intended to cut the 
throats of his mother and sister, Tom 
Alles was arrested at his home at 1068 
Mary street by Patrolmen Reese and 
Spinner at 8 o’clock yesterday morn¬ 
ing. The arrest w-aa made after Alles* 
sister had run to the Fifth district 
police station, four blocks from her 
home and appealed to Capt. Schneider 
for aid, saying that her brother was 
about to murder the entire family.

Alles lives with hla father. J. L. Alles, 
who is an invalid and only able to 
walk with the aid of crutches. He has 
been attracting the attention of his 
friends for several weeks by his pe¬ 
culiar actions, and after the family had 
left the breakfast table yesterday morn¬ 
ing. they were much surprised to hear 
him announce that he was going to cut 
their throats. His mother, w ho is nearly 
sixty years of age. laughed at his state¬ 
ment, but when she looked at her son.

Alles stepped to 
his mother’s side and placing his arm 
about her neck, said: , 

“I have a nice sharp razor In my 
room, and 1 am going to put a keener 
edge on It, and cut all your throats." 

The insane man’s father, who w’as in 
the next room, heard the threat of his j 
son and shouted to hltn to take care. 
Securing his crutches, he made an ef¬ 
fort to enter the other room to pre-!

plate. Hearing his father rising, Alles j 
went to his room and rudely pushed 
him back In his chair, pulling his 
crutches out of his way. 

Returning to the kitchen, the young 
man grabbed his sister, who is about 
twenty years of age. by the shoulder 
and told her that she w'ould have to 
go with the rest of the family, shriek¬ 
ing In terror, the young woman broke 
from his grasp and ran Into the street.
